And U.S. Judge Give Views 


Boston, Aug. 10 (A.P.).—Statements 
relative to the reprieve of Nicola Sacco 
and’ Bartolomeo Vanzetti were issued 
tonight by Gov. Fuller, Judge George 
W. Andersor, of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, Attorney Generaf Arthur K. 
Reading and United States Supreme 
Court Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes. 

By GOV. FULLER. 

The courts of the Common- 
wealth are actively engaged in the 
work of considering and deciding 
the various motions and petitions 
filed by the counsel in these cases. 
The’ courts themselves have no 
power to grant a respite. 

To afford the courts an oppor- 
tunity t» complete the considera- 
tion of the proceedings now pend- 
ing and render their decision 
thereon, I have recommended to 
the executive council that the sen- 
tences of Sacco, Vanzetti and Ma- 
deiros be respited for twelve days, 
or until midnight on Monday, Au- 
gust 22, 1927. 

The councii has unanimously 
adopted this recommendation. 
Prior to its adoption it was recom- 
mended by the attorney general.

This petition was this 10th day 
of August, presented to Mr. Jus- 
tice Holmes, and denied by him in 
a memorandum, a copy of which is 
hereto attached.

They argued the 
petition at length. 

This was an ex-parte hearing and 
the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts was not represented by coun- 
sel. Justice Holmes, after hear- 
ing Mr. Hill and Mr. Thompson, 
decided that as he understood the 
petition and affidavits they con- 
tained no fact which would war- 
rant his issuing the writ, and ruled 
that even if Judge Thayer had been 
strongly prejudiced against Sacco 
and Vanzetti, that fact would not 
deprive Judge Thayer of jurisdic- 
tion and legal power to decide the 
case, because in Justice Holmes’ 
opinion nothing short of a want of 
legal power to decide the case 
would authorize him (Justice 
Holmes) to interfere in a summary 
manner with the proceedings of the 
State court. 

The attorney general stated that 
it should not be understood that 
Justice Holmes found or was even 
ready to find that Judge Thayer 
had. been prejudiced, but simply 
ruled that even if it should be 
found that Judge Thayer was 
prejudiced there would be no oc- 
casion for Justice Holmes to inter- 
fere.

The trouble started when the parade 
passed the Eastman Kodak: Co.’s plant. 
Employes of the plant hurled small 
missles on the heads of the parading 
strikers, one of whom moved to throw 
a club toward the building. 

Motorcycle Policeman John McGrath 
seized the man, and as he did so the 
entire crowd bore down on the officer, 
beating him into unconsciousness, A 
riot call brought the police reserves, 
who dispersed the mob. McGrath was 
taken to a hospital suffering from con- 
cussion of the brain, cuts and bruises.

An earth disturbance lasting about 
31, hours was reported last night by 
Director Tondorf, of Georgetown Uni- 
versity. He estimated the disturbance, 
which reached a@ maximum of inten- 
sity at 7:50 p. m., at approximately 
5,400 miles from Washington. 

Toronto, Ontario, Aug. 10 (A.P.).— 
One of the heaviest earthquakes ever 
registered on the seismograph of the 
Toronto Observatory was recorded at 
8:42 o’clock last night, it was an- 
nounced today. The vjbrations lasted 
for three hours. 

The distance to the disturbance was 
only 2,500 miles, officials estimated, in 
the direction of Central America or 
Lower California. A second smaller 
quake, very distant, was recorded at 
6:57:28 a. m, _ 

London, Aug. 10 (A.P.),—An earth- 
quake, estimated to be 5,540 miles dis- 
tant, was recorded at the Kew Ob- 
servatory at 2:37 o’clock this morning.

This morning he visited his 
old home there, went on to another 
humble abode, where he was born on 
old Michigan Hill, 4 miles from Rich- 
ford, and then motored up to Mora- 
via, mear Owasco Lake. Before din- 
ner he visited the spot on the east 
shore of the lake where he lived from 
1843 to 1849 in a house burned down 
two years ago when used by a convict 
road camp. Tonight he was again to 
Bleep in the land of his boyhood in 
Owego, and tomorrow will leave for 
his Pocano Hills, North Tarrytown, 
stopping at noon at Roscoe. 

At Cascade he told a correspondent 
of the habits of industry he learned 
as a boy on Owasco Lake. Pointing 
across the waters to the sunlit hills 
beyond, he indicated a little woods. 

“That’s the place I started my first 
business transaction,” said the oil king. 
“In to that woods as a boy of 9 I saw 
a turkey hen stealing away. -For days 
I hunted her nest. When I found it, 
mother said I might have the hen and 
chickens for my own. She fed them 
curds from the milk and _ kitchen 
scraps. One of my life’s hardest tasks 
was keeping those chicks from drown- 
ing in heavy rains. But that fall I 
sold them in Moravia market, earned 
my first mioney and put it in a china 
dish on the mantle as the start toward 
independence. Finding the turkey hen 
taught me first lessons in recovering 
property which otherwise would have 
gone to waste and nursing it along 
into paying a profit.” 


Recalls His Early Tasks. 


Mr. Rockefeller declared he has no 
fears for the younger generation as 
contrasted by the harder life of his 
own boyhood. “They will come home 
all right,” he said, and reminiscently 
recalled days of old when he had his 
daily tasks of weeding the garden, 
milking the cow, keeping the wood 
boxes filled and chopping kindling. 

“I remember well the winter nights 
when gales across old Owasco sent 
snow sifting through the walls of my 
upstairs room. Father used to buy the 
cutting rights to woodlands and many 
@ day we boys were awakened of a 
winter’s morning when the gang was 
starting for the woods with no lights 
but the stars and a lantern and the 
brittle snow squealing under the run- 
ners of the sicds.”’ 

Then he pointed toward the south. 
“Over there,” he said, “I got the thrill 
of my young life when a deer burst 
from the woods, followed by hounds 
and swam to safety across the lake.” 

Rockefeller said he received his first 
schooling on Owasco’s shores. 

“Father did much toward providing a 
district school there,” he explained. 
“To find the middle of the district, he 
drove from the north to the south 
boundary and counted the number of 
times the buggy wheel turned. Then 
he drove back for half as many revolu- 
tions, stopped and there located the 
plain frame school house. Sunday 
school was held in the same place.”

“We have come here to dedicate a 


cornerstone that was laid by the hand 
of the Almighty. On this towering 
wall of Rushmore, in the heart of the 
lack Hills, is to be inscribed a memo- 
rial which will represent some of the 
outstanding events of American history 
by portraying with suitable inscription 
the features of four of our Presidents, 
laid on by the hand of a great artist in 
sculpture. This memorial will crown 
the height of land between the Rocky 
Mountains and the Atlantic Seaboard, 
where coming generations may view it 
for all time. 


Begins With Washington. 


“It is but natural that such a design 
should begin with George Washington, 
for with him begins that which is truly 
characteristic of America. He repre- 
sents our independence, our Constitu- 
tion, our liberty. He formed the high- 
est aspirations that were entertained 
by any people into the permanent in- 
stitutions of our Government. He 
stands as the foremost disciple of or- 
dered liberty, a statesman with an in- 
spired vision, who is not outranked by 
any mortal greatness. 

“Next to him will come Thomas Jef- 
ferson, whose wisdom insured that the 
Government which Washington had 
formed should be intrusted to the ad- 
ministration of the people. He em- 
phasized the element of self-govern- 
ment, whiS had been enshrined in 
American institutions in such a way 
as to demonstrate that it was prac- 
tical and would be permanent. In him 
was likewise embodied the spirit of 
expansion. Recognizing the destiny 
of his country, he added to its terri- 
tory. By removing the possibility of 
any power of the opposition from a 
neighboring state, he gave new guar- 
antees to the rule of the people.

Dublin, Irish Free State, Aug. 10 
(A.P.).—The executive committee of 
the Fianna Fail, the Republican party 
headed by Eamonn de Valera, tonight 
unanimously decided that the 45 mem- 
bers of the party who have been elected 
deputies to the Free State parliament 
shall take the oath of allegiance to the 
British crown and assume their seats on 
Friday. 

De Valera, himself, joined his follow- 
ers in the unanimous decision, not- 
withstanding the recent report that he 
would resign his leadership and per- 
haps even retire from politics rather 
than recant his frequently declared re- 
fusal to take the oath to “a foreign 
sovereign.” Tonight’s meeting, how- 
ever, decided to regard the oath as an 
“empty formality,” and made the dec- 
laration that Fianna Fail’s only alle- 
giance is to the Irish Nation. 

The question of swearing allegiance 
to the crown has kept the Republicans 
from taking seats in the dail since the 
creation of the Free State. This sen- 
sational move by the Republicans ,is 
understood to have been brought about 
by fear that the Free State govern- 
ment’s new public safety bill might de- 
stroy the Republican party. The public 
safety bill gives the government great 
latitude in dealing with any situation 
which it considers to threaten the 
safety of the government. 

The advent of 45 Republicans into 
the dail would give the opposition 
parties a large majority over the gov- 
ernment. 

The public safety bill, introduced by 
the government after the assassination 
of Kevin O’Higgins, vice president of 
the council, passed its final stage in 
the Free State senate today. 

The bill, already approved by the 
Dail Eireann or lower house, includes 
in its provisions authority to impose 
the death penalty for illegal possession 
of arms. 


Under the Free State constitution a 
bill passing both the senate and Dail 
Eireann becomes law, provided the 
royal assent is not withheld by the 
—s* representative, the governor gen- 
eral.

Republican national committeeman of 
Wyoming, quoted him last week, to the 
effect that this is not a one-man coun- 
try; that there are plenty of good men 
available and that ten years is a long 
time for any one man to serve as 
President. 

It was from this that the senator got 
the impression that Mr. Coolidge really 
wants to retire, he said. 

But that makes no difference in his 
opinion. There will be a deadlock and 
then it will be Mr. Coolidge. Asked if 
he believed Mr. Coolidge would decline 
the nomination as former Gov. Lowden 
of Illinois did concerning the Vice 
Presidency, he said he did not believe 
he would. But there was nothing the 
President said, he explained, to give 
him this impression. 

Assuming that Mr. Coolidge is out 
of the picture, the senator said he 
found considerable support for Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover and for 
Charles Evans Hughes. He admitted 
that this section out here is not en- 
thusiastic for Mr. .Hoover, but, never- 
theless, there is some popular feeling 
for him, he said. But the senator left 
the impression that he is not so much 
concerned about the destinies of either 
Hoover or Hughes. He did say that 
he could not warm up to. Vice Presi- 
dent Dawes. He would not c‘scuss 
Lowden. ; 

The point is that in all his discus- 
sion there was not a thought that he 
favored the man from his State, Nich- 
Olas Longworth. He came here, he 
said, not to discuss farm relief with 
the President, but this country's naval 
policy and principally railroad consoli- 
dation. Something has to be done 
about this latter, he said. 

Existing legislation is not accomplish- 
ing anything. The Van Sweringens 
failed in their endeavor and the small 
railroads are perishing, he declared. The 
existing legislation must be touched up 
and he wants to talk with the President 
about it. He has not yet had a very 
good opportunity to do so as he only 
arrived here this morning and has been 
on the go ever since. 

About the naval program he was 
rather belligerent and said he has a 
plan for a conditional naval extension, 
which would be designed to make Great 
Britain seek another arms limitation 
conference. In other words, this coun- 
try would adopt such an ambitious 
naval policy that another conference 
would be very acceptable to Great Brit- 
ain and it would be successful, in his 
opinion.

University, looking toward a frater- 
nity of all negro organizations for po- 
litical purposes. .- 

Clarence W. Matthews, of Boston, ne- 
gro special assistant to the Attorney 
General, with headquarters in San 
Francisco, who arrived here for “con- 
ferences,” declined to comment except 
to admit that Dr. Moton’s plan calls 
for Nation-wide cooperation of all 
large negro organizations on a concrete 
political program. 

Negro politicians, when interviewed, 
recalled anny aed political agenda for 
the negro set forth directly after the 
1910 election, and embraced in “four- 
teen points,” covering all political 
claims of the negro race in America. 
The fact that Matthews might have 
accepted the presidency of the national 
negro bar association, which meets 
usually in conjunction with the busi- 
ness league, and his appearance here 
at the same time as the announcement 
of formulation of a comprehensive 
political program by Dr. Moton, has 
served to start the negro political pot 
to boiling.

DEFENSE DENIES MOTIVE 


New York, Aug. 10 (A.P.).—Whether 
a cook on a dingy schooner 1,800 miles 
off the African Gold Coast murdered 
his wife in insane jealousy because of 
her relations with a mutinous engi- 
neer. or whether he deliberately killed 
her so he might marry a Spanish- 
Indian girl, was a problem propounded 
to a jury in Federal court today. 

Capt. Fred E. Lawry, stern, thin- 
lipped Yankee skipper of the old 
school, related how the German 
donkey engineman, Karl Badke, 
threatened to lead the crew in mutiny, 
when warned to cease his attentions 
to Lucia, wife of Earl Battice, the cook 
of the schooner Kingsway, who is on 
trial for murder. 

An 18-year-old girl, half Spanish 
and half Indian, dressed in pink hat 
and dress and yellow shoes, was pre- 
sented in court by the Government as 
the motivation for what it charges was 
premeditated murder. “That’s the 
girl,” said Capt. Lawry, after he had 
related how a girl came alongside the 
kingsway in a sailboat and begged to 
be taken aboard as the schooner was 
about to set sail from San Juan, 
Porto Rico, for the Gold Coast last 
December. 

Battice, a slender man, did not look 
at the girl, on whose account the Gov- 
ernment claims he murdered his wife 
on the four-masted schooner in Feb- 
ruary. 

A document purporting to be Bat- 
tice’s confession to an assistant United 
States attorney was read. In it he ex- 
plained that he went to the storeroom 
on the night of February 6 and there 
found Lucia and Badke. He went for 
his razor, returned and slashed her 
throat as the engineer slipped away. 

Capt. Lawry related that he put Bat- 
tice in irons, from which he repeatedly 
worked himself loose, finally being in- 
stalled in the galley again after cook- 
ing by Oodgo, a native African, made 
the crew ill.

AIR MAIL BUSINESS 


Contract Routes Increased 
16.3 Per Cent in Last 
Three Months. 


(Associated Press.) 

Business handled by the twelve con- 
tract air mail routes showed an in- 
crease of 16.3 per cent in the last three 
months. Ten of the routes handled 
more than 1,000 pounds of mail each 
during July, while the total for the 
tewlve was 53,521 pounds. In June,

The Salt Lake-Los Angeles route 
carried the most mail, business in- 
creasing each month with a total of 
49,723. pounds for the three months. 
The Chicago-Dallas route was second 
with 29,501 pounds and the Seattle- 
San Francisco-Los Angeles route third 
with 18,164 pounds. The Elko-Pasco 
route carried 15,209 pounds, Cheyenne- 
Pueblo 9,853 pounds, Chicago-St. Louis 
9,159, Chicago-Minneapolis 7,392, Bos- 
ton-New York 6,415, Cleveland-Pitts- 
burgh 5,781, Detroit-Chicago 2,958 
and Detroit-Cleveland 535.

Execution Will Steel Masses 
Against Capitalists, Wire 
by Communists Says. 


SACCO AND VANZETTI 
ARE CALLED INNOCENT 


Challenge to Working Class 
Declared Already Answered 
by “Countless Strikes.”’ 


Chicago, Aug. 10 (A.P.).—Declaring 
that the execution of Sacco and Van- 
zettl “will steel the hearts of masses 
with loathing and hatred of the Capi- 
talist systern which you represent,” the 
central executive committee of the 
workers (Communist) Party of America 
tonight addressed a telegram to Gov. 
Alvin T. Fuller, of Masachusetts, voic- 
ing a last minute plea for the con- 
demned slayers. 

“In these last hours before consum- 
mation of the monstrous crime of legal 
murder of Sacco and Vanzetti, we de- 
mand that you heed the voice of mul- 
titudes of workers whose interests we 
represent,” said the telegram. “We ad- 
dress the capitalist governor of Massa- 
chusetts not as a friend but as a known 
and conscious enemy of our class. If 
you are deaf to the protests of tens of 
millions of toiling men and women 
throughout the world, and if you have 
ears only for your smug advisers of the 
financial districts of Boston and New 
York, then we assure you that the sig- 
nificance of your hideous action will be 
socially and politically far deeper than 
you can dream. 


Would Steel Their Hearts. 


“Execution of Sacco and Vanzetti will 
steel the hearts of masses with loathing 
and hatred of the capitalist system 
you represent.” 

“In your action and that of Thayer 
and the so-called ‘advisory committee’ 
behind whose secret and prejudiced 
action you seek to hide, the working 
class can not be deceived but can only 
learn hatred and contempt for cap- 
italistic courts and capitalist class jus- 
tice. 

“This judicial murder will open the 
eyes of millions of American workers 
to the nature of capitalist class uic- 
tatorship which stalks in clothes of 
democracy. Like a blind bourbon you 
play with legal phrases and try to 
cover your shame with the report of 
a secret investigation by notorious class 
enemies of your victims, but the tens 
of millions of toilers of all countries 
know that their brothers, Sacco and 
Vanzetti, are innocent and that you 
participate in judicial murder. 


Execution Called Challenge. 


“Your action of class hatred will 
awaken in turn the class consciousness 
of millions of workers. The murder of 
Sacco and Vanzetti is a challenge and 
defiance to the working class whose 
opinions and feelings you hold in con- 
tempt. The challenge is answered in 
countless strikes and movements which 
will strengthen our class organization 
for the struggle against your class. 

“Sacco and Vanzetti, who have brave- 
ly stood their ground through seven 
years of torture, are innocent men and 
the exploited toilers know this. Your 
actions in the next few hours will be 
irrevocable. Your name will be known 
through coming generations as a sym- 
bol of shame and reaction. We demand 
that you do not proceed with this irre- 
vocable crime. We demand that our 
working class brothers be free.”

Chicago, Aug. 10 (A.P.).—The full 
force of Chicago’s police department 
was mobilized to avert demonstrations 
of sympathy for Sacco and Vanzetti, 
three of which were broken up today. 

Half of the city’s force was formed 
into an emergency squad. Five hundred 
patrolmen and 50 motorcycle men were 
assigned to the rear west side districts, 
where the three parades formed. John 
H. Alcock, deputy superintendent of po- 
lice, was given the task of preventing 
radical disorders. 

The first of today’s demonstrations, 
and the most serious, occurred in the 
early morning hours, and developed 
from a Sacco-Vanzetti sympathetic 
meeting. The assembly terminated 
peaceably, but as the crowd poured 
from the auditorium a few leaders 
called half-heartedly for a parade. 


Anarchist, She Says. 


While the crowd milled around with- 
out unity of intent, a 16-year-old girl, 
Aurora D’Angelo, climed on a truck and 
began haranguing it. 

“I’m an anarchist,” she cried, her ab- 
breviated skirt and bobbed hair con- 
trasting grotesquely with the harsh at- 
tire of many of her audience. “My 
father was an anarchist. Follow me!” 

With a roar the crowd of 3,000 fol- 
lowed her. More venturesome members 
began singing the “Internationale,’’ 
marching song of radicals the world 
over. 

“On comrades! Mob the police! 
Strike! Strike! Sacco and Vanzetti 
must not die!” shouted the girl. 

But the demonstration was short 
lived. Police squads rushed down; blue 
coats leaped among the crowd and tear 
bombs were thrown into the now panic 


stricken ranks of the marchers. They 
dispersed, leaving those nearest the 
front in the hands of the officers. 

Later in the day two incipient pa- 
rades were broken up almost at their 

origin. The-three skirmishes repre- 
sented a “casualty list” of 36 men and 
5 women under arrest. 

Chicago’s riot girl, Aurora D’Angelo, 
is a prelaw student at Crane Technical 
High School. 

She, with two other women and 24 
men, was held by the police today on 
open charges after her screamed exhor- 
tations last night had turned a peace- 
ful indoor protest meeting against the 
execution of Sacco and Vanzetti into 
@ wildly excited mob which started a 
midnight parade toward Chicago’s 
downtown district. 

Miss D’Angelo remained defiant until 
she was firmly pinioned in a police 
automobile, where her wild frenzy 
changed to a tearful pleading that “Aw, 
a a, only a kid; ain’t this a free coun- 

try? 


Takes Over Control. 


From almost the opening of the pro- 
test meeting in Carmen’s Hall the high 
school girl was one of the leaders in 
an effort to turn it into what she 
termed “a real demonstration.” Re- 
peatedly she was squelched by Anton 
Johannsen, business agent of the Car- 
penters’ District Council, who sought 
to keep the meeting within the bounds 
of a legitimate protest. 

Then after the meeting was termi- 
nated, Miss D’Angelo and a group be- 
gan shouting for a parade. 

“I’m only a kid,” she yelled from 
the top of an automobile, “but I guess 
I’ve followed these meetings long 
enough to know what I’m talking 
about. Let me talk! Let me talk!” 

“Do you think I’d have gotten that 
excited if it were?’ she replied to po- 
lice questions as to whether it was her 
first meeting. 

“My parents are Italian born. My 
father was an anarchist and I am an 
anarchist. I know how these people are 
suffering and what this means to my 
class, and I'll gladly go to jail for it.” 

The girl lives with her stepfather, 
Lewis Bozzi.

I ask you to take off your hats and 
pledge yourselves to get even. I am not 
anti-American, but anticapitalist. We 
must boycott America. 

“If America kills these two men, it 
will be murder, and we shall reply 
and we shall repay.” 

Throughout his address Cook was 
heckled by sections of the crowd. As 
he finished speaking, he tore off one 
of the numerous red flags decorating 
the platform, waved it aloft and 
started singing “The Red Flag.” One 
section of the crowd joined him. An- 
other section started the British na- 
tional anthem, and for a time the 
Communist battle song and the British 
anthem were being lustily voiced 
simultaneously. 

A megaphone announcement that 
“the time has come to march to the 
American Embassy” was the signal for 
crowds to rush through the marble 
arch gate of Hyde Park, waving red 
flags. Young girls and white-haired 
women, hatless and disheveled, march- 
ed side by side in the ranks of men, 
most of whom were dressed in work- 
ing clothes. 


Boycott of U. S. Goods 
And Ships Urged in Sweden 


Stockholm, Sweden, Aug. 10 (A. P.).— 
Boycott of all American firms, ships and 
goods and refusal to transport such 
goods for a period of one week were 
urged today by the Swedish Sacco- 
Vanzeztti defense committee in an ap- 
peal to all the organized workers of the 
country. ‘The workers were also re- 
quested immediately to begin a strike 
of at least one day in protest against 
the death sentence. .

LABOR SEGRETARY PLANS 
TO GAN SMUGGLED ALIENS 


Davis Would Have Employers 
Demand Proof of Lawful 
Entry From Applicants. 


MOVE AGAINST RADICALS 


A movement to sweep this country 
of undesirable aliens who have been 
smuggled across the borders was set 
in motion yesterday by James W. Da- 
vis, Secretary of Labor, who returned 
to Weshington for a flying visit. Mr. 
Davis.acted on reports that flagrant 
violations of this country’s immigra- 
tion laws are continuing. 

In outlining his program Mr. Davis 
will strike at the lawbreakers through 
a heretofore seldom-used method. It 
is to draw the War Department and 
leading industries of the country into 
a cooperative organization to demand 
credentials from aliens who apply for 
work or enlistment in the Army. 

Mr. Davis is following out a plan 
used for some time by Henry Ford in 
hiring labor for his automobile plants 
and related businesses. The auto man- 
ufacturer always demands that aliens 
working for him have proof of their 
lawful entrance into the United States, 
as well as intentions of remaining here 
and applying for citizenship. 

It is hinted that Mr. Davis’ action 
in declaring war on undesirables was 
prompted by the Sacco-Vanzetti case. 
Washington officials, while maintaining 
@ strict hands-off policy in connection 
with the legal phases of the case, have 
been aroused by the rioting and gen- 
eral disorder that has resulted from 
the case. By rounding up the aliens 
who slipped into the country, it is the 
hope of Officials that a majority of 
the extreme radicals will be weeded 
out. 

Although Secretary Davis said there 
is no way to ascertain the number of 
aliens illegally in the United States 
the number must reach into scores of 
thousands. In the ranks of these who 
have flaunted the law, he said, there 
are undoubtedly many radicals. Many 
ways of illegal entry in this country 
are open to unscrupulous persons who 
are willing to pay the price of alien 
smugglers, according to Mr. Davis. 

Thousands, notwithstaading the 
vigilance of the border patrol, are 
known to enter over the Mexican 
border, while hundreds and possibly 
thousands escape the immigration 
laws by leaving vessels under the 
seaman’s law, which permits seamen 
to remain in this country for 60 days 
after landing. Many more come over 
the Canadian border, while others 
come by motor and sailboat from the 
islands in the Caribbean Sea to land 
on the coasts of the Southern States 
and disappear into the interior without 
the formality of visiting an immigra- 
tion station, it was stated.

of the Washington police force to turn 
out for duty last night. 

Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent 
of police, spent his time going from one 
precinct to another in the northwest 
section, while Inspector Charles Evans 
and Inspector Louis Stoll toured the 
other precincts. 

Later these three gathered in the De- 
tective Bureau offices with Inspector 
Henry G. Pratt, chief of detectives; 
Capt. W. H. Parsons, head of the park 
police; Lieut. Pgtrick J. Carroll, of the 
park police, and Inspector William 
Shelby. 

Several tips came to the police, but 
none of them bore fruit. There was 
one report that a Sacco-Vanzett: 
demonstration was to be held in front 
of the White House, but no such 
demonstration materialized. 


Police End Vigil. 


When The Washington Post notified 
Maj. Hesse that the execution had been 
put off to August 22, the ‘police chief 
and his staff broke off their vigil and 
went to their homes. 

The “red” scare, growing out of the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case, cost several hun- 
dred music lovers an evening’s enjoy- 
ment last night when the regular Ma- 
rine Band concert at the Capitol was 
called off. It was explained that all the 
Capitol policemen were needed to 
guard the doors and the grounds, and 
none could be spared to handle the 
concert crowd. 

David Lynn, architect of the Capl- 
tol, announced that there would be no 
further concerts until all danger of 
bombs has disappeared. 

Six additional guards have been em- 
ployed by the Postoffice Department, 
it was learned yesterday. No threats 
have been received by the department, 
it was said, but it was deemed wise to 
strengthen the present force of guards. 
The postal guards are augmented by 
Metropolitan policemen, who have been 
ordered to keep a close lookout around 
the Postoffice Department Building 
and the City Postoffice. 


Two Men Arrested. 


Although Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, su- 
perintendent of police, continues to say 
that he does not expect any trouble, 
other police officials are maintaining a 
mysterious attitude. 

Two men have been arrested on 
charges of “investigation” near thé De- 
partment of Justice Building and later 
released, but the police refuse to com- 
ment on the cases. 

Capt. Guy Burlingame, in command 
of the Second Precinct station, where 
suspects arrested at the Department 
of Justice are taken, refuses to talk 
about these arrests, referring all ques- 
tioners to the Department of .Justice. 
The Department of Justice refers ques- 
tioners back to the police. Meantime 
the police officials are decrying evi- 
dences of “hysteria” in connection 
with the red scare. 

Maj. Hesse yesterday called on Capt. 
Burlingame to submit a full report ex- 
plaining the arrest of Benjamin J. Mc- 
Nally, 24 years old, of 1010 K street 
northwest, who was taken in custody 
on a charge of investigation near the 
Department of Justice Building several 
days ago. 

McNally,. who was held a prisoner for 
24 hours, said there was no excuse for 
his arrest, and his indignant family 
agreed with him, 

A. Sichi, 1204 Quincy street north- 
west, who presided over an anti-Fascist 
meeting of 75 Italians here Monday 
night, yesterday sent a telegram to Gov. 
Fuller, of Masachusetts, asking that he 
grant a reprievé to Sacco and Vanzetti, 


so that the Senate might examine De- 


partment of Justice records on the case. 


Sacco Family in Italy 
Sure He Will Be Saved 


Torre Maggiore, Apulia, Italy, Aug. 
10 (A.P.).—The family of Nicola Sacco, 
expressing firm belief in his innocence, 
tonight’ had not lost faith in the pos- 
sibility that he might still be saved 
from execution. 

“During the last seven years we 
have had many terrible moments like 
these and every time Nicola was saved,” 
said Sabino, a brother. “Why should 
we despair now?” 

Sabino was with Nicola in the United 
States at one time. 

“They won’t kill him because he is 
as innocent as he is my son,” said 
Sacco’s aged father.

Such an appeal can not go before the 
full bench without the approval of the 
justice who has refused the motion. 
Judge Sanderson’s announcement came 
after he had held a conference with At- 
torney General Arthur K. Reading and 
Arthur D. Hill, chief defense counsel. 
The attorney general and Mr. Hill in a 
joint statement said they had agreed 
substantially on the form of the bill of 
exceptions. 

At the State prison all preparations 
were complete for the electrocution of 
Sacco and Vanzetti and also of Celes- 
tino Madeiros, who had received several 
respites in order that he might be 
available as a witness as a result of his 
statement that members of a gang with 
whom he was associated had committed 
the murders of which Sacco and Van- 
zetti were convicted. The prison inside 
and out was closely guarded, as well as 
the streets for blocks around. 

Warden William Hendry was ready to 
go ahead with the executions soon af- 
ter midnight unless he received official 


word of a stay. He announced that 
word of a stay. 


Law Officers Meet.

BABIES IN HOT WEATHER, 


ABIES do not stand heat well. 
One of their worst disorders, 
cholera infantum, is about 50 per 

cent heatstroke. Spoiled food and its 
effect on the digestive tract is the other 
50 per cent. The ordinary diarrheas, 
due to spoiled food, are also largely the 
result of heat acting on the bacteria of 
milk. It is never possible to keep the 
bacteria counts of mlik in the hot 
weather on the same plane with those 
of cold weather. The dysenteries and 
fluxes of babies. are the result of bac- 
terial infections of the intestines. 

Arnold has shown that in cool weath- 
er the digestive juices kill off these 
bacteria to a degree which keeps the 
baby safe. In hot weather, on the 
other hand, there is not enough acid 
in the gastric juice to,keep the small 
intestines sterile or nearly so and, in 
consequence, in such wtather dysentery 
and other infections occur. 


For all these reasons a cardinal prin- 
ciple of keeping the well baby well in 
hot weather is to keep him cool. In 
some places camps for babies are built 
on small islands or on the shores of 
bodies of water, or in forests, in order 
that the babies may be kept cool, In 
some places the same end is accom- 
plished by keeping the babies in very 
thick-wall houses and in houses where 
there is a free circulation of air be- 
tween the roof of the house and the 
ceiling of the room. In some places 
electric fans are uscd to keep the air 


counted in the same world with other 
people—I’m a sort of wraith.

effective as cooling agents. In some 
places babies are kept cool by adjust- 
ing the weight of the clothing, carry- 
ing the adjustment to an unusual de- 
gree. Perhaps the wisest of all mothers 
is that one who dresses her baby “in 
the altogether” in hot weather. A head 
of hair and a diaper makes a pretty 
fair compromise, provided the hair is 
short and the diaper is made of light 
and fairly porous material. 


All health officials and physicians 
recognize the need of keeping the 
babies’ food told. If the use of ice and 
ice boxes in hot weather could be made 


universal there would be a great drop 
in the sickness rate of babies. Health 
departments nearly always supply plans 
for making inexpensive ice boxes. 

The newer knowledge of the effect of 
hot weather on the digestive juices ex- 
plains why it is we crave buttermilk, 
clabber, sour milk, salads and fruit 
juices in hot weather. Babies need 
these foods just as we do—except the 
salads. 


CHRONIC ACIDOSIS. 

L. L. D. writes: It seems my children 
and I have a constitutional acidosis. 
Both children have frequent attacks of 
headaches, fevers, and pains in the back 
of the neck and limbs. One of them 
has vomiténg along with it. Mine mani- 
fests itself in continual headaches, and 
also pains in the back of the neck and 
head and in other parts of the body. 

Is there any help for this aliment, 
either medical or in diet? ‘This seems 
to be an inherited tendency in our 
family.

THE CARE OF THE HAIR 
IN HOT WEATHER. 


EAT affects the hair differently 
H in different people. Some hair 

grows very dry in the sunshine, 
particularly at the beach; if yours is 
like this, you should use a special tonic 
for dry hair—there are many good 
standard brands—and keep at it relig- 
lously. Pomade after washing is also 
good, and brilliantine will be the final 
touch. ’ 

With others, however, the sun and 
the heat seem to stimulate the oil 
glands, and this effect is added to by 
the profuse perspiration from which 
some scalps suffer. A tonic with as- 
tringent qualities is then in order, and 
@ good deal less bYushing than your 
hair usually receives, 

All hair should be washed more fre- 
quently, of course, in summer than in 
winter, since dust and perspiration are 
continually undoing the work of one’s 


last shampoo. Between washings, a 
good brisk rubbing with a rough bath 
towel will be sure to shock you, but the 
very shock shows that the toweling was 
necessary. Cleansing with the appro- 
priate tonic is also something that may 
be done between shampoos. 

Every one—or almost every one— 
should wear a hat when in the bright 
sun, for the bleaching of the hair that 
results when one neglects this is far 
from decorative. Failure to do this on 
a motor trip exposes the scalp to un- 
necessary dust as well. Failure to 
rinse Out the salt water after swim- 
ming is another cause of the lank con- 
dition of one’s hair at the end of the 
summer. 

All coiffures should be shorter dur- 
ing the hot weather—a measure both 
sanitary and smart. Heads that per- 
spire shouldn’t attempt to wear the 
small tight felt hat, but rather go in 
for one of the porous light-weight 
straws. .

Debts Should Be Canceled 
or Readjusted. 


Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 10 (A-P.). 
Diplomatic blunders in Paris by allied 
statesmen after the end of the World 
War allowed the triumphant reentry 
of Turkey into European affairs and 
the consequent loss of prestige by 
western Europe in the East, Count 
Carlo Sforza, Italian diplomat, said in 
an address at the Institute of Politics 
tonight. 

Count Sforza, who was sent by the 
Italian government after the war as 
Italian high commissioner to Turkey, 
said that following upon the destruc- 
tion of the Greek front in August, 
1922, by the reconstituted Turkish 
army and the loss of his throne by 
King Constantine, the Turkish nation, 


rejuvenated by the Nationalists, com- 
menced its successful return to power. 

“The result of four years of blunders, 
illusions and extensive pretentions was 
the armistice of Moudania in October, 
1922,” he said, “by which Europe was 
obliged to consent to the reentry, into 
Constantinople of the Nationalists and 
to that of the Turkish government into 
eastern Thrace; in short, the complete 
return of the Turk into Europe. The 
treaty of Lausanne only served to ac- 
er the end of all European privi- 
eges. 


Curzon Confessed Error. 


“Chance willed that I should take 
part in the negotiations that preceded 
the armistice of Moudania,” Count 
Sforza continued. “I was no longer 
minister of foreign affaires, but Am- 


bassador in Paris, and as the negotia- 
tions took place in Paris, whither Lord 
Curzon had come, it was we three, Cur- 
zon, Poincaire and myself who had to 
deal with the situation. 

“I shall never forget the sad confes- 
sion that Lord Curzon, with tears in 
his eyes, made to me one afternoon in 
a room of the Qual D’Orsay.. Proud as 
he was he owned, to his credit, honestly 
that he had made a mistake, and that 
it was the man he was addressing who 
had best tried to guard the interests 
of the West. Such regrets, however, are 
useless in politics, altogether meritori- 
ous though they may be in moral 
psychology.” 

Count Sforza said that it was still 
possible to reestablish European influ- 
ence in the East although it will be a 
difficult problem and not one of force. 

“It can still be-done,” he said, “be- 
cause the East really wants the West 
more than we think.” 


War Debt Readjustment. 


The war debts should be canceled or 
readjusted, not to gain the good will 


of foreign nations but for the sake of 
America’s self-respect, F. W. Peabody, 


aging director of the American Asso- 
ciation Favoring Reconstruction of the 
War Debts, told the institute today. 

His assertions were made after a 
proposal by W. T. Hornaday, vice presi- 
dent of the American Defense Society, 
for the“reduction of France’s debt to 
America by $2,000,000,000. Hornaday 
had censured the debt settlements. 

Prof. Ralston Hayden, of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, declared, at a 
round-table discussion, that Filipinos 
have a passion for education, but are 
financially unable to support adequate 
schools. Present schools, he said, have 
room for only one-third of the Filipino 
children. Answering a proposal by Rev. 
G. W. Miner, of Wellesley Hills, Mass., 
that Congress appropriate $10,000,000 
for the extension of the Filipino school 
system, Prof. Hayden said American 
legislators had so far refused to take 
any such step. 


Sees Liiw of Nations Broken. 


Prof. Hayden predicted that the basic 
antipathies of the Filipino peoples, 
which are now submerged in their 
common struggle for independence, 


would break out in turbulent civil | 


strife if the United States should 
abandon them prematurely to self-gov- 
ernment. 

Recognized rules of international law 
are disregarded by the United States in 
its dealings with Mexico and other 
Central American countries, Prof. W. 
R. Shepherd, of Columbia University, 
told the institute. 

Prof. Shepherd said: 

“Radical changes in the Latin-Amer- 
ican policy since the days of the Civil 
War, when each of five successive 
revolutionary governments in Mexico 
set up in the course of a few months 
were recognized by the United States, 
have tended to complicate the justifi- 
cation of the Government’s position 
in the controversy with the present 
Mexican government over the agree- 
ments made with Obregon in 1923 re- 
garding certain claims conventions. 

“That a foreign government has the 
right to bestow or to refrain from be- 
stowing recognition upon another can 
not be doubted. Whether it possesses 
the right also to lay down conditions 
in accordance with the recognition that 
may be conferred is another matter. 
Were it so possessed, it would have the 
power conceivably to injure or destroy 
that government and possibly the very 
independence of the state concerned.”

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Horse Held on Dry Charge 


Horses, accused of _ transporting 
liquor and seized by prohibition agents, 
can not be boarded at Government ex- 
pense, Comptroller General McCarl 
ruled yesterday. 

The case in question concerned the 
seizure of a team by a prohibition 
agent in the remote mountains of 
Utah. The horses were taken to a 
nearby ranch, but were later returned 
to their owner. The owner of the 
ranch, Samuel W. James, sent in a bill 
to the Government for $12.50 for feed 
and attention for the horses. McCarl, 
however, flatly denied the claim. 

According to the story, the agent 
found a still in a house three-fourths 
of a mile from the road. There was a 
wagon in front of the house filled with 


mash barrels, and the team was in a 
field adjoining. There were no evi- 
dence of farming or of any other work 
that would require the use of horses. 
The agent shrewdly concluded that the 
horses were employed to transport 
liquor and materials between the road 
and the house, and that motor trans- 
portation was used on the road. He 
seized the horses, but because of the 
nature of the evidence, was compelled 
to return them. 

McCarl ruled that horses properly 
seized could be sold for their board. In 
this case, however, the settlement was 
a matter between the owner of the 
ranch and the prohibition agent, or 
between the owner of the ranch and 


the owner of the horses. 


MILLS SAYS CUTS 


IN FEDERAL 


TAXES WILL NOT BE LARGE

276,000,000 is outstanding, were dis- 
closed today by Acting Secretary Mills 
in an address before the Institute of 


Public Affairs. Funds necessary to re- 
tire the issue on November 15 will be 
obtained from sale of obligations which 
will mature on a future quarterly tax 
payment date. 

Further reductions in the amount of 
outstanding seconds is anticipated be- 
fore November 15. At the time of the 
sale of the new obligations they will be 
offered in exchange for the old. 

“When the entire transaction is com- 
pleted, of $3,104,000,000 of seconds, 
many will have been retired for cash,” 
Mr. Mills said. “Others will have been 
exchanged for a long-time bond bear- 
ing a materially lower rate of interest; 
others into three-to-five-year 314 per 
cent notes, and others into short term 
certificates carrying a low rate of in- 
terest.” 


Centers About Public Debt. 


Discussing Treasury financing, Mr. 
Mills pointed out that it centered 
largely about the public debt, and that 
the cost of government had been re- 
duced by decreasing the public debt by 
$5,486,000,000 between June 30, 1921, 
and the close of the last fiscal year, and 
lowering interest charges by approxi- 
mately $260,000,000 annually. 

Existing State and local tax systems 
were attacked as inequitable, unscien- 
tific and unjust by Mr. Mills, in an ad- 
dress tonight before the institute. De- 
claring that between 1921 and 1926 
State taxes had increased 61 per cent 
and local taxes 30 per cent, while Fed- 
eral taxes had decreased 30 per cent, 
Mr. Mills said reductions effected in 
Federal expenditures, taxes, and the na- 
tional debt stood out in contrast with 
an upward tendency on the part of 
State and local governments. 


Would Curtail Local Costs. 


While the scrutiny of the country 
has been leveled on Federal levies, the 
speaker said, the cost of local govern- 


ment had been rising steadily, and that, | 


in his opinion, if it were a matter of 
choice as to which group were to be re- 
duced, he would favor curtailment by 
the State and local governments. 
“Generally speaking, Federal taxes are 
fairly well divided between direct and 
indirect, and give recognition to the 
principles of ability to pay,” he con- 
tinued, “but our State and local tax 
systems are inequitable, unscientific 
and fall to a very large extent on one 
form of property—over 80 per cent of 


the local taxes rests on real property— 
and disregard to a very great extent the 
-ability of different classes of tax payers. 
“The Congress at present is much 
concerned with agricultural legislation 
looking to improved methods of mar- 
keting and better prices for the farm- 
er. I do not want to minimize what 
can be accomplished along these lines, 
but I do want to suggest that the farm- 
er can do something for himself at once 
by demanding of his State and local 
officials economy and reduced taxes. 


Farmers Aided Scantily 
By Tariff, Says Dr. Page 


Charlottesville, Va., Aug. 10 (A.P.).— 
“How little the tariff has done for the 
farmer is all too apparent. Agriculture 
has continued in a state of depression 
during recent years when most other 
industries have enjoyed great prosper- 
ity. The majority of the farmers have 
nothing to hope for from the tariff.” 

This statement was the keynote of 
an address on “What the Tariff Means to 
the Farmer,” delivered at the Institute 
of Public Affairs today by Dr. Thomas 
W. Page, of Washington, former member 
of the Tariff Commission. 

In the five years from 1920 to 1925 
the valte of farm property declined 
more than $20,000,000,000, Dr. Page 
said. The number of farms had dimin- 
ished by 77,000, and the amount of land 
by 41,000,000 acres. At the same time, 
he pointed out, the mortgage debt had 
increased 42 per cent to an enormous 
total. 

‘ “after the tariff had been in force 
three years bankruptcies among farm- 
ers were twice as numerous. as in the 
year when the tariff was enacted,” he 
continued. 

Group conferences on the industrial- 
ism of the South, farm relief and State 
and:.county governments were contin- 
ued today at the Institute of Public Af- 
fairs with various notables.and experts 
entering into the discussion. 

Dr. Gus Dyer, of Vanderbilt Univer- 
\sity, who yesterday told“the delegates 
that Southern industrial progress is 
forcing. New England to fight for its in- 
dustrial life, presided over the confer- 
ence, discussing the South’s develop- 
ment. Dr. John M. Coulter, president 
of North Dakota A. and M. College, lo- 
cated in the corn belt, lead the dis- 
cussion of farm relief, and Dr. A. R. 
Hatton, of Northwestern University, 
headed the conference on State and 


county governments.

The plane differed from the usual 
monoplane in that the wings swung 
from the fuselage. In fact; the body of 
the plane rested on the wings. The 
plane had a wingspread of 47 feet 6 
inches, and was 7 feet wide. Seven 
fuel tanks, with a capacity of 645 gal- 
ons Of gasoline and 35 gallons of oil

A report of the deaths of Lieuts. 
(J.G.) Covell and Waggener was re- 
ceived at the Navy Department yester- 
day. 

The records showed that Lieut. Covell 
was born in Ellis, Nebr., in 1899, and 
entered the Naval Academy from Wash- 
ington State in 1918. He went to Pen- 
sacola, Fla., in 1925, and qualified that 
year as an aviator. He was attached to 
Observation Squadron, No. 1, of the 
battle fleet, at the time of his death. 

Lieut. Waggener was born December

trained in aviation at Pensacola, quali- 
fying as a pilot the year he entered.

NEW CHICAGO MURDER

ENTRANTS: DRASTIC 
NO DECISIONS YET 


Deaths of Lieuts. Covell and 
Waggener Cast Gloom 
Over Aviators. 


FEATURES THAT INVITE 
FAILURE FORBIDDEN 


Fliers Will Not Vary Much in 
Time for the Trip, Is 
Noville’s View. 


Oakland, Calif., Aug. 10 (A.P.).— 
Study of “lame duck” entrants in the 
$35,000 Dole flight to Honolulu next 
Friday progressed today as the time 
neared for the first great aerial derby. 

Inspectors of the Department of 
Commerce busied themselves in this di- 
rection today, but announced no deci- 
sions. They have until sundown to- 
morrow to approve a certified list for 
the Dole committee in charge of the 
flight. 

“Home-made equipment on any of the 
contesting planes will not meet with 
approval by the starting committee, nor 
will untried devices be permitted,” it 
was announced by Frank A. Flynn, sec- 
retary of the National Aeronautical As- 
sociation. He is in charge of the race 
for the Dole committee. 

News of the crash of the monoplane 
at. Point TEoma, which sent Lieuts. 
George Covell and R. S. Waggener to 
their deaths, sent a pall of sorrow over 
the airport, where seven starters for the 
derby have gathered for final tuning up 
of their equipment. Both fliers were 
entered in the Honolulu race. 


12 Planes Now Entered. 


The tragedy reduced to twelve the 
number of entry planes. Covell and 
Waggener had drawn No. 13 in the 
Starting order. 

Federal inspectors are adamant in 
their refusal to approve entrants con- 
taining features which “invite failure.” 
Upholding this rule, Flynn said, “it is 
better to disappoint some starters than 
to invite certain death by permitting 
them to go with equipment untested. by 
experience.’”’ 

Covell’s plane differed from the usual 
monoplane, its wings swinging from 
the fuselage. It had a wing spread of 
47 feet 6 inches and was 7 feet wide. 

The drift of sentiment toward Oak- 
land airport rather than Mills Field, 
South San Francisco, continued to- 
day. Martin Jensen, Honolulu’s hope; 
Art Goebel, Hollywood, and Jack Frost, 
who will fly the San Francisco Exam- 
iner’s monoplane, all indicated a pref- 
erence for Oakland. Failure of the 
fliers to take advantage of Mills Field 
resulted in statements from munici- 
pal officials of San Francisco, in which 
they defended the field. Some of the 
entrants have contended the hills be- 
tween the field and the Pacific Ocean 
present a hazard. 


Upheld by Noville. 


The San Francisco committee in 
charge of Mills Field had their opinion 
supported by Lieut. George O. Noville, 
who accompanied Lieut.

Detroit, Aug. 10 (A.P.),—Col, Charles 
A. Lindbergh, piloting his beloved 
Spirit of St. Louis, dropped from the 
skies early this afternoon to be greeted 
by his mother, Mrs. Evangeline L, Lind- 
bergh, and officials and industrial lead- 
ers of the city. The first of the wel- 
coming party to greet him was Henry 
Ford. 

The hero of aviation grinned boy- 
ishly as the motor magnate stepped 
forward, hand extended. In another 
moment he was surrounded by the offi- 
cial committee of welcome. Col, Lind- 
bergh then approached the automobile 
in which his mother waited him. The 
meeting was not effusive. 

Then the automobile procession 
started forward bearing in triumph the 
youth whom Detroit was to receive in 
the greatest demonstration accorded an 
individual in the memory of its resi- 
dents. — 

Fifteen thousand school children and 
other thousands at Northwestern High 
School Field greeted him, cheering and 
waving their flags.

A PROPAGANDA AGENCY, 


The idea behind the Williamstown Institute 
of Politics was that it would create an open 
forum, where leaders of thought from the 
nations of the world might exchange opinions. 
Through such interchange it was hoped to de- 
velop, free of partisan considerations, praise 
and criticism of new trends in political and 
economic thought. In following the forum idea 
it was planned always to have both sides rep- 
resented, so that contrasting beliefs could be 
weighed and judged. 

The institute appears this year to have drift- 
ed far from the original conception. Men are 
there to speak for many lands, but few voices, 
if any, have been raised in behalf of the United 
States or its institutions. There has been a 
flow of words giving foreign color to the acts 
of this Nation at home and abroad. There have 
been. lengthy and numerous speeches in de- 
fense of the aspirations of other countries. 
Those who have spoken as Americans or about 
the United States have followed a vein of 
destructive criticism. 

There can, of course, be no objection to the 
presence at the institute of conflicting minds. 
If it is to serve its purpose, however, various 
shades of opinion should be represented, so 
that through their meeting a plane could be 
reached on which the majority might agree. 
The public can arrive at no conclusions after 
hearing only one side of the case. Its ap- 
preciation of international affairs can not be 
heightened with only the foreign viewpoint to 
serve aS a guide. The institute is becoming 
a sounding board for foreign propaganda, 
rather than a forum, and the transformation 
serves no good purpose. 


YOUTH TO THE FRONT. 


Three international tests in sports confront 
the United States within the coming month. 
In each instance, the representatives of this 
country will be called upon to face a most de- 
termined challenge. Teams from Great Britain 
hope to take the Polo Cup and the Wight- 
man Bowl back to England, and citizens of 
France have better than an even chance to give 
the Davis Cup a new home at last. In no one 
of the three matches is there any certainty that 
the purpose of the invaders will not be ful- 
filled. 

Most striking in these tournaments of sport 
is the fact’ that in nearly every case youth 
plays such a prominent part. On the American 
polo team, which heretofore has yielded only 
once to striplings, this year there will be two. 
Tommy Hitchcock, jr.. and W. E. C. Guest 
are both far below the average age of those 
who have been internationalists in the past. 
This year they forced the elder men aside to 
make their places on the team. : 

Youth predominates upon both of the teams 
that will meet for the Wightman Cup. Helen 
Wills has just reached her majority, and to 
support her there is Helen Jacobs, an even 
younger star from California. Miss Frye, Miss 
Nuthall and Miss Starry on the English team 
are none of them grown women. All of these 
girls have won their honors despite their 
youth. There remains the problem of the 
American Davis Cup team. The veteran Tilden 
is assured of a place, but it is more than likely 
that when the final selection is made he will be 
flanked by youngsters, whose names not long 
azo were unknown. 

It is no longer denied that fields of sport 
are meant for youth to play in. There is 
nothing to prevent the more mature from en- 
joying the same activities, but the laurels go 
to the youngsters. The day is here when boys 
and girls are reaching toward the top at the 
Behind them there are others even 
younger, whose proficiency is startling. The 
time may come when the mere fact that a 
competitor has passed his teens will stamp 
him as too old to become an internationalist. 


OIL LIMITATION, 


Curtailment of overproduction in the oil 
flelds of Oklahoma has been agreed upon by 
the operators and ratified by the State Corpora- 
tion Commission. The Seminole district in 
that State produces one-fifth of the petroleum 
now being taken from the ground in the 
United States. The rush of rival companies 
had led to great waste. Storage and pipe-line 
facilities have long been overtaxed. Now, for 
a period of 60 days, production will be limited 
to 450,000 barrels, almost 100,000 barrels less 


than the recent rate. 


Cooperation of all the producing agencies 
in the State was necessary to bring about the 
agreement. Some of the larger companies 
hesitated over coming in. Without unanimity 


a nothing could have been accomplished, since it 
was the fear that the field would be drained

There is reason to believe, also,”that since

termination. What has been done in Oklahoma 
has the approval of the industry and the public, 
represented through the corporation commis- 
sion. It will result in the saving of one of the 
Nation’s most valuable natural resources. It 
is for the interest of the United States as a 
whole that the agreement should be kept and 
extended until the oil industry can be sta- 
bilized, but the authorities are in duty bound to 
see that limitation of production is not used as 
a lever with which to boost prices. 


OVER BOTH OCEANS. 


Fleets of airplanes stand poised on 
shores of both the Atlantic and Pacific wait- 
ing to take off in a race against time and space, 
with the mechanical genius of man as the 
only safeguard of the pilots. Eight of the air 
argosies have as their goal a flight westward 
from Europe to the United States. Thirteen 
have set their hopes and ambitions on a jour- 
ney over the Pacific to Hawaii to win the Dole 
award of $25,000. Since the latter must all 
start tomorrow, and some of the others may 
choose the same day, the skies above the two 
oceans may be marked by passing planes at the 
same: time. 

The number of those entered magnifies the 
possibility of danger. Judged by the standards 
of a few months since, it would seem impos- 
sible that all of the fliers could reach their 
journey’s end in safety. Before Lindbergh 
flew to Paris and Maitland and Hegenberger 
to Hawaii, the world entertained serious 
doubts about the feasibility of such a venture 
within the next few years. But already the 
accomplishment of the pioneers has been du- 
plicated. 

There is reason to entertain some doubt, 
however, about the welfare of all those who 
start out on the race for Hawaii tomorrow. The 


| lure of fame and fortune tempted the pilots 
| and navigators of thirteen planes. 


The crash 
at Point. Loma yesterday resulting in the 
deaths of lLieuts. Covell and Waggener 
reduces the number of entry planes to 
twelve, and others may not cross the starting 
line, but enough will set out in a race 
with the sun to make it the greatest 
“air derby” in the history of the world. 
Despite the fact that others have made the 
trip successfully, the day is not yet at hand 
for such a venture to be as lightly regarded 
as a week-end cruise. Any one of a thousand 
minor accidents may send one or more of the 
contesting planes into the Pacific. Such an 
unfortunate circumstance would serve not only 
to shock the public, but destroy some of the 
confidence the earlier flights have created. 
The wisdom of a contest such as the race to 
Hawaii offers remains to be established. 


HAVE WE AN ARISTOCRACY? 


Nearly everybody believes that there is no 
official aristocracy in the United States, and 
even the members of the foreign relations 
committee of the Senate and the foreign af- 
fairs committee of the House might be greatly 


having helped to create such a class. 

Yet there is certainly one class of Federal 
employes who are greatly favored over their 
fellows, at least in so far as retirement pay 
after long terms of service is concerned. This 


is the class that embraces the personnel of the 


consular and diplomatic service. 

The maximum retired pay of any employe 
in the service of the departments in Wash- 
ington is $1,000 and no one may receive more, 
no matter how important a position he may 
have filled or how long he has filled it. But 
under the act of Congress approved in 1924 
there is no such limitation of retirement pay 
for the ‘“‘foreign service’ employes. After 
30 years some of those gentlemen may step 
down from their superior places with the as- 
surance that they may draw from the Treasury 
during the remainder of their lives as much as 
$5,400 annually, in monthly payments of $450. 
The only requirements are that ‘‘each member 
of the foreign service shall pay 5 per cent of 
his basic salary per annum to the foreign 
service retirement fund and that after re- 
tirement he shall receive an annuity based 
upon the number of years he has served.” 

The rate of compensation, in the form of 
such annuities, starts at 60 per cent of final 
average salaries for those who have served 
for 30 years, and graduates down to 30 per 
cent after 15 years’ service. However, no 
basic salary above $9,000 will be considered. 

Only the members of the committees which 
reported the bill of 1924 are competent to 
explain why this particular class of public serv- 
ants should be so greatly favored over their 


fellows, who may draw retirement pay not to 


exceed $83.33 per month even after 40 years 
of faithful service, no matter what their 
“average basic salaries’ may have been for 
the last ten years of service. 


MILK GRAFTERS OF NEW YORK. 


The most sordid chapter in the history of 
municipal graft is that revealed in the report 
of former Justice Charles H. Kelby, who has 
devoted a full year to an inquiry into the man- 
ner in which food inspection is administered 
by the authorities of New York City. 

It was with particular reference to the man- 
ner in which dealers have been permitted to 
adulterate milk, either through the removal of 
butter fat or otherwise changing the original 
product, that the investigation was conducted. 
The report of Justice Kelby contains 36 pages 
of findings, besides something like 200 reports 
of specific cases of corruption. 

“The evidence of a general condition of cor- 
ruption ih the food-inspection service of the 


health department prior to the present adminis- 


tration is overwhelming,” says the report, 
thereby fastening on former Mayor Hyland the 
responsibility for the scandal. 
Organization of milk graft, says the report, 
dated from the creation by the former ‘health 
commissioner and his secretary, who has been 
convicted of bribery, of a _ special-service 
squad, which soon became notorious through- 
out the department, and “‘it is hard to believe 
‘that the executive heads of the department 
were not cognizant of the condition.” 
How widespread was the corruption is indi- 
cated when it is pointed out that all excepting 
| two of the special squad, who are still retained, 
and against whom there is no complaint what- 


ever, have been dismissed from the service by 


the present health commissioner. The demands 
on the dealers by the grafters ranged from a 
bottle of milk or a pound of cheese up into 
hundreds of dollars. The beginning of the 
bribery of. health department inspectors took

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FIRE INSURANCE RATES. 


From the report of Thomas Baldwin, super- | 


intendent of insurance for the District of 


| Columbia, it wquld appear that the most: profit- 


able business in Washington is neither boot- 


| legging nor real estate, but fire insurance. 


Mr. Baldwin finds that the premiums re- 
ceived by the insurance companies in the Dis- 
trict in 1926 exceeded the amounts paid in the 
settlement of claims for losses by three to one. 
The premiums collected from the insured prop- 
erty owners totaled $2,771,392.21, while the 
amounts paid back to policyholders 
$900,757.21. 

With these figures as a base for his recom- 
mendation, Mr. Baldwin suggests that the rates 
should be reduced by at least 15 per cent of 
the premiums now collected. The superintend- 
ent’s report shows that the year 1926 was not 
exceptional by any means, for, while the losses 
paid during that year represented only 32 2-5 
per cent of the fire insurdnce, tables prepared 
and submitted by him, show that the average 
ratio of losses to fire insurance premiums col- 
lected during the last ten years was as 33 7-10 
to 100. He quotes from the report of his 
predecessor in 1918, who wrote to the Com- 
missioners: ‘‘My investigation into fire in- 
Surance rates leads me to the conclusion that 
the District of Columbia is probably a more 
profitable field for the fire insurance com- 
panies than any State in the Union.” 

Mr. Baldwin suggests that the Commis- 
sioners ask Congress for authority to appoint 
a commission with power to regulate fire in- 
surance rates.

BLAME IT ON THE PIANO. 


Were it not for trade conventions, the people 
of the country, and perhaps the entire world, 
might die in absolute ignorance of the source 
of the evils that surround: them. 

The latest gathering of this character to 
offer suggestions for the betterment of the 
human race is the National Association of 
Piano Tuners. This continental organization 
of wire thumpers is presided over by Charles 
Deutschmann, of Chicago, and he arises to 
tell the world that 8,000,000 pianos are out of 
tune in American homes. This, it appears, is 
90 per cent of the total census of pianos of all 
grades in the United States. The same author- 
ity asserts that this‘country spends $900,000,- 
000 annually for musical education. Of this 
comfortable sum, according to President 
Deutschmann, more than $360,000,000 is 
wasted through the failure of the owners of 
the instruments to keep them in tune. 

With this great aggregation of pianos out 
of tune it may be readily understood that “the 
ear for music is so affected that the fullest 


| benefit can not be obtained from the unprece- 
peeved if one should dare to accuse them of | dented musical feast that is being placed daily 


before the people of this country.” But it is 
even worse than that: “‘The younger genera- 
tion is growing up with faulty musical educa- 
tion, and real values for true cultidre and 
education in music are lost sight of.” 

The remedy, of course, is a national propa- 
There must be a great movement to 
train the American ear. Mr. Deutschmann as- 
sured the tuners that “New York, with its 
splendid Metropolitan Opera Company, its 
world-famous bands, its excellent musical 
colleges and schools, can lead the country in 
such a national movement, and we are going 
to start it here and now.” 

The 400 delegates, who represented every 
State of the Union and the District of Colum- 
bia, were thoroughly in tune with the utter- 
ance of their president, and immediately after 
the banquet—there must be a banquet—each 
and every one of them will be ready to do his 
part toward bringing those 8,000,000 pianos 
into harmonious accord, by peaceful means if 
possible, by force if necessary. 

Possibly the crime wave, the recklessness of 
youth, and the mounting list of automobile 
tragedies can be traced to the baleful effect 
of discordant pianos upon harassed ears; but 


‘there is hope, now that the piano tuners of 


the republic have devised a program for har- 
monious action. 


THE HARDEST REFORM OF ALL. 


As soon as Congress assembles renewed ef- 
forts will be made to secure the enactment of 
legislation to establish the metric system for 
all Federal measurements. 

The most active campaign of this character 
was conducted about 23 years ago when Mr. 
Southard, of Toledo, Ohio, was chairman of 
the committee. He was actively supported by 
Director Stratton, of the Bureau of Standards, 
and as vigorously opposed by the American 
Manufacturers Association, which declared 
that the change would seriously disarrange 
every manufacturing interest in the country 
and would involve enormous expense. 

With the exception of the United States and 
the British empire the metric system of weights 
and measures is practically universal among 
commercial nations. But in spite of the fact 
that meters, liters and grams are the official 
units of measurements in practically all the 
countries on this continent, the residents fail 
to recognize the necessity for using the ‘‘offi- 
cial”? system in their local transactions. This 
situation is pointed out by a writer in the New 
York Times, who calls attention to the report 
made by Mr. F. A. Halsey to the Society of 
Mechanical Engineers on the results of a ques- 
tionnaire sent in Spanish and Portuguese to 
South American correspondents. The result of 
this inquiry shows that in Costa Rica, Argen- 
tina, Venezuela, Brazil and Peru the old Span- 
ish and Portuguese systems of measurement 
still prevail locally. 

The same writer directs attention to the fact 


that in some parts of Philadelphia 100 feet of 


land still legally measure 1,203 inches; that in 
Louisiana land is measured by the “arpent” in- 
stead of by the acre; and that in Texas the 
common unit of land is still the Spanish 


“vara.” And he says: “Since the development . 


of modern industry and commerce during the 
past 200 years there is no instance of the use 
of a firmly established unit of length being 
abolished.” | |

A Tax on Billboards, 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
average tax throughout the United 
States, as shown by the census reports, 
appears to be around $48 per capita. 
States, counties, towns and villages are 
constantly searching for new means of 
raising revenues with which to meet 
current expenses with the least possi- 
ble strain upon the pocketbooks of the 
taxpayers.

Superintendent of Licenses 
Urges City Heads to Dis- 
card Letters. 


'HESSE WANTS POLICE 


TO DECIDE ON FASHION 


Says Men Who Have to Note 
Fleeing Autos Should 
Make Choice. 


Whether 1929 automobile license 
tags shall be numbered as at present, 
with letters preceding the serial num- 
bers, or whether the former system of 
running the numbers up to more than 
100,000 without letters, hangs in the 
balance. 

Wade H. Coombs, superintendent of 
licenses, in his annual report yester- 
day recommended to the Commission- 
ers the discarding of letters and return 
to the former system. Maj. Edwin B. 
Hesse, superintendent of police, says 
the question should be left to the 
members of the Police Department who 
have to observe and record numbers 
of fleeing automobiles. 


“When the change was first suggest- | 


ed I was against it,’ said Maj. Hesse. 
“But now I have no preference. As to 
my men who note license numbers in 
pursuing criminals, I do not know their 
preference. Detective Sergt. Alligood 
does not like the new system. I don’t 
know about the rest. It is my inten- 
tion to ascertain which scheme they 
can work more easily. I think their 
experience should govern.” 


No Change for 1928 Tags. 


No change can be made in the 1928 
license tags, as they are now being 
manufactured at the workhouse at 
Occoquan... If a change is to be made, 
it can first affect the 1929 tags. 

Coombs says in his report that the 
lettered tags are confusing and have 
been “anything but a success,” but he 
does not state wherein lies the con- 
fusion nor who has complained. He 
complains also of misuse of dealers’ 
tags and recommends that the fee for 
them be increased from $1 to $5. 

He also makes his annual plea to 
have the laws regulating licenses for 
business amended; to abolish some 
licenses and create others and to make 
the due date for fees of most of them 
May 1 instead of November 1; to re- 
move the period of maximum activity 
from the period of issuance of auto- 
mobile tags. 

Revenue from licenses in the fiscal 
year ended June 30 was $141,116 from 
motor vehicles and $167,410 from mis- | 
cellaneous licenses, a total of $308,526.

ECHO OF OLD LITIGATION 


Cleveland, Aug. 10 (A.P.).—Suit was 
filed here today against the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers alleging 
that notes, properties and securities “of 
little or no value” had been “unloaded” 
by the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers Cooperative Bank here on the 
Brotherhood Investment Co., the hold- 
ing company of all the brotherhood’s 
financial undertakings. 

The suit, brought by two stockholders 
of the investment company, asks for an 
accounting*of all profits made by the 
bank in dealings with the investment 
company and that all transactions be 
declared null and void which resulted 
in loss to the investment company. 

A similar suit was'filed last "‘ay 
against the then officers of the bank 
and the investment company, but since 
that time the brotherhood’s organiza- 
tion has been changed and new officers 
are in control. All officers of the 
brotherhood are named defendants in 
the latest action. ; 

The suit is based on an alleged agree- 
ment signed May 27, 1925, by officers of 
the bank, which said that the invest- 
ment company would suffer no loss 
through exchanges of securities, notes 
and properties. The plaintiffs, Wilfred 
Marr, Canton, Ohio, and William 
Walker, Pittsburgh, assert the invest- 
ment company was started in 1922 with 
a capitalization of $10,000,000 and that 
its assets now are “practically value- 
less” because of the exchanges with the

The board of directors of the Arling- | 
ton-Fairfax Railway Co. yesterday an- | 


nounced a reduction in cash fares, ef- 
fective September 1. The reduction will 
be between 16 and 25 per cent. The 
fare from Lacey Station, above Ball- 


ston, to Rosslyn, has been reduced 
from 10 cents to 5 cents. M. E. Church, 
president, said the old fare was based 
in 3 cents a mile, while the new rates 
are based on 2% cents a mile. In ad- 
dition to the reduction in the cash 
fare, the pay increase of 2 cents an 
hour to all motormen and conductors 
will become effective September l. 
“This railway, which was’ formerly 


the Washington-Arlington division of 
‘(the Washington-Virginia Railway, has 


been purchased by the citizens of Ar- 
lington and Fairfax counties and will 
be- operated on a cooperative basis at 
all times for the interest of the com- 
munities,” Mr. Church said. 
“The effect of the loss of the road 
to the counties would have been im- 
possible to estimate,” he said, “with 
cooperation of all citizens along the 
road, its continuance is assured.’’ 


The finance committee of the Poto- 
mac Council, of which Hugh Rollins 
is chairman, last night submitted a 
tentative budget for 1928 of $25,450. 

The estimated source of revenue in- 
cludes tax of 40 cents on the $100 as- 
sessed valuation on $1,100,000, totaling 
$4,460; licenses from clerk’s office, $3,- 
500; rent from town hall, $1,500; may- 
or’s court, $7,500; sign board rentals, 
$200, and receipts from trash collec- 
tions, $800, making a total of $17,500; 
tax of 60 cents on the $100 assessed 
valuation on $1,100,000, totaling $6,600, 
and sewer taps, 25 at $50, totaling $1,- 
250, making a total of 87,850. The two 
latter items are included in the sewer 
fund budget, giving a total in all of 
$25,450. 

The allotted expenditures from the 
general fund of $17,600 are: Street 
lighting, $1,000; operating road equip- 
ment, gasoline, pipes, road material, 
and engineering, $2,350; salaries for 
clerks, retainer for corporation attor- 
ney, building inspector, bonds for offi- 
cers, Making up tax books, stationery 
and printing, $650; police department, 
including salaries, care of prisoners, 
gasoline and repairs to automobiles, $7,- 
470; fire department, salaries, equip- 
ment and gasoline, $2,725; town hall 
heat and light, janitor, supplies and in- 
terest on $32,000 at 544 per cent totals 
$2,460 

The expenditures from the sewer 
budget of $7,850 include: payment of 
sinking fund of $1,200; retirement of 
certificates totaling $2,000; interest 
on $60,000 sewer bonds, of $3,600; 
interest on $9,000 certificates amount- 
ing to $300, and interest on $9,000 re- 
fund bonds totaling $495, making a 
total of $7,850. 

There will be a public hearing at 
the town hall when all tax payers of 
the town will have an opportunity to 
discuss the proposed budget and make 
any objections they desire Monday 
night, September 12, at 8 o'clock.

Your last line has all the appeal in 
the world, my dear. It made me eee 
you as you must be, full of ideas, ever 
entertained by the least thing—and 
ever entertaining. The burden of your 
story is not a great one, for to that 
“gravy” may be added a small amount 
of gelatine, dissolved in cold water, 
‘and seasoned.to taste with salt and pep-~- 
per—result, chicken consomme. It 
need not have the gelatine except dur- 
ing the very hot weather, when there 
'is danger of the jelly turning again 
to liquid before it can be served and 
eaten. During the winter months the 
jelly that forms of the liquid itself is 
sufficient to make consomme when 
properly seasoned. Here’s hoping this 
helps you out and that the next chicken 
broth becomes a delectable consomme, 
with fixings.

Baldwin Asks City Heads to 
Seek Congressional Ap- 
proval for Inquiry. 


WANTS BOARD NAMED 
TO DO INVESTIGATING 


‘Question Agitated Since 1918, 
He Declares in His 
Annual Report. 


Alleging fire insurance premiums are 
at least 15 per cent too-high in the 
[oe Thomas M, Baldwin, jr., su- 
| perintendent of insurance, yesterday rec- 
ommended to the Commissioners that 
they seek from Congress authority to 
appoint a commission to investigate fire 
risk rates with a view to reducing them. 

This recommendation was made in 
Baldwin’s annual report. He said the 
question of reducing local fire rates has 
been agitated since 1918, and he quoted 
a former superintendent as saying the 
| fre insurance business is more profita- 
| ble in the District than in any of the 
| States. ° 
| Baldwin said a recent convention of 
i insurance commissioners advocated an 
| underwriting profit on fire insurance 

when the ratio of fire loss to total pre- 
| miums was no greater than 50 per cent. 
He pointed out that premiums last 
year amounted to $2,771,390.32, where- 


as fire losses paid reached only $900.,- 
757.21, a loss ratio of only 35 per cent. 
Wants 15 Per Cent Cut. 

He said: 

“It certainly is evident that rates in 
the District should be reduced at least 
15 per cent. In Virginia a commission 
is at work on the question of reduction 
of fire rates. It is recommended that 
powcr be obtained from Congress for 
the appointment of a similar commis- 
sion to investigate thoroughly the fire- 
rate situation in the District, which, no 
doubt, would be the fairest method of 
arriving at a decision whether or not 
the District is enjoying as low fire 
rates as it should.” 

Baldwin asked that an actuary be 
provided for his department to examine 
life insurance returns, and recommend- 
ed that he be given jurisdiction over 
fidelity and surety companies doing 
local business, and suggested that the 
Commissioners hold hearings on the 
question of regulation.of real estate 
title insurance companies. 

Insurance companies doing business 
here received combined revenue from 
premiums of $23,867,181.56 and paid 
out losses amounting to $%7,131,220.67 
during 1926. 


Review for Traffic 
Accident Case Given 


The Court of Appeals yesterday con- 
sented to review a Municipal Court case 
involving the duties and rights of mo- 
torists and pedestrians at intersections. 
The test case is one filed in the lower 
court by James M. Langhorne, a pedes- 
trian, against James W. Donovan, mo- 
torist, for $500 damages. Langhorne 
was struck by Donovan’s car. at Four- 
teenth and Irving streets northwest. 
Judge Mary O’Toole decided in favor of 
Donovan, and Langhorne appealed. 

This case involves the refusal of 
Judge O’Toole to apply the principle of 
the doctrine of the last clear chance, 
which means that the person able to 
evoid an accident should do so or be 
held liable. Langhorne contended that 
Donovan could have stopped his car but 
did not. Donovan contended it was 
easier and quicker to swerve his ma- 
chine away from Langhorne and he did 
so, but, he said, Langhorne jumped the 
same way the car swerved. 


Thieves Steal Liquors, 
Mexican Declares 


More than 40 Bottles of liquor were 
stolen from Francisco Ursua, counse! 
of the American-Mexican Claims Com- 
mission, while he was away from his 
apartment last week, he told the police 
today. 

The liquor was described .as cham- 
pagne, 18 bottles; benedictine, 12 bot- 
tles; cherry brandy, 6 bottles; Old Tom 
gin, 4 bottles.
